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industry; and all moneys received by each and every person, for
the state board of control, for, or on account of, the operation of
the marble cutting industry, shall be paid, within one week after
receipt, in the general fund, and are appropriated therefrom, and
added to this appropriation.

(18) (e) On July 1, 1919, one thousand dollars, for tiling
and fencing, four thousand dollars, for completing the prison for
females, nine hundred dollars, for the erection of a superintend-
ent’s office, two thousand dollars, for the erection of a hog house,
one thousand dollars, for the erection of a poultry house, five
hundred dollars, for water supply, and one thousand six hun-
dred dollars, for additions to the greenhouse; and on July 1,
1920, one thousand dollars, for tiling and fencing, two thousand
dollars, for the construction of a hog house and tramway, five
hundred dollars, for the construction of a poultry house, one
thousand seven hundred fifty dollars, for the construction of a
slaughter and smoke house, one thousand dollars, for the con-
struction of an implement and tool house, sixteen thousand five
hundred fifty dollars, for alterations at the power plant, and
eight hundred dollars, for the construction of a silo.

(i) On July 1, 1919, fifteen thousand dollars, to be used as a
revolving appropriation, for the automobile plate industry, foe
the purpose of the necessary materials and supplies.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effeet upon July 1, 1919

CHHAPTER 319.

AN ACT to create a new paragraph of subsection (18) of section
20.17 of the statutes, relating to Wisconsin State Prison, and
making an appropriation.

The people. of the state of Wisconsin, represented in Senate end
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is added to subsection (18) of section 20.17
of the statutes, a new paragraph to be numbered and to read:
(20.17) (18) (h) OnJuly1, 1920, not to exceed eighty thou-
sand dollars, for the construction of a new cell block.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon July 1, 1919.
